cxhntisicj themselves before golng fur
ln either dll. ctlon. The who'ly pndes-
i-iMiial partlrlp.itlon in the tradlng
.erves to explaln this rcstrlcted move¬
ment. Operatlons arr purely to.!tBtivc,
and failing to develop nny response
elthrr tn Ihe way of selllng from
gcntiln Imldors or of demand Intended
lo e\tend over tho dny's ond, the
courHRc of tho tradlng eiement does
not sulflco to carry operatlons beyond
the danger line of small losses. The
settlernent of in-_e questions ls awalt*
id vlth determlnatlon by the large
iinnncial interests befbre attemptinf*
nny lmportant transactlons in stocks.
The early advance wns partly tn

response to the London market. whlch
took up the late recovery here, where
It left off yesterday :ind pushed it
somewhat further. Buying fcr London
account wai a factor In the strength
shown at the outset here. Tbe hlgher
prices brought in ronlk'.ing sales and
reactton set. in. The docllnc began
about the. tlme the flnance Commlttee
of the United States Steel Corporation
wns ready to go Into sesslon. and that
stock led the movement. Tha fall in
prlce wns not contlnued to thc end
of the day, nnd the net changes agam
proved small. The crop news was
good, both in tho immediate .idviees
from tlu- Held and In the weekly bulle¬
tin of the Westcrn Burenu revlewlng
pnBt conditions. A rise in the prlco
of copper ln London \vas cited. and
reports of curtallment of output by
one of the copper mlnlng companies ^
of secondary grado was polnted to as ''}an encouraging development in the I',
copper trade. There were riimors put ',
in circulation of tlie proposed entry
into the Interboro-Metropolltan Com¬
pany of important banking interests.
and on these rumnrs there wns palpa-
blo reallzlng at tho advance whlch hatl
occurred in inrse stocks on precedlng c
days. The movement was partly re¬
sponslble for the reallzlng In the gen¬
eral llst which decided the. later tono
of the market.
Reports of lossening demand for

steel products. of Increasing compe¬
tition for orders. and of coming fur¬
ther reductions In the prices of lead¬
ing- llnes were kept in circulation and
helped to dopress Unlted States .Steel,
wlth sympathetlc effect on the genpral
list. The proposed large increase in
Oregon Short Line stock came as a
surprlse, and market sentlment wns
rather at a loss to Interpret Its slgni-
llcance or its effect on Unlon Paclllc,
ns the owner of the existlng stock and
the proposed tr.kcr of addltlonal stock
when it shall be Issued.
Conditions in tlie monoy market were

wlthout marked changes. There was
a decline ln the prlvate discount rate
in London and foreiatn exchange rates
here were lower. An Increase vas re¬
ported in the supply of cotton bills
offering .'n _he exchange mcrket, and
the demand for remlttancc ls light.
There is an lmpro-'ement ln the bond

market, whlch ls barely pere .ptlble
frem day to day, but which becoineK
more discernible when comparing one
week wlth .mother. The tone to-day
was flrm. Total sales, par value, !>_!,-
150,000. United States bonds were un¬
changed on call.

Early weather advlces were favorable, but
reports from the South lended to conllrm
lh- Llverpool advlces of Mcady Southern
ipot offerlngs, and aftor the openlns thero
was consldernble covering hy Bhorts, who
were- evidently disappointed that tlio in¬
creasing movement was not leadlng to a

rapld decline In Southerp spot values.
